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REMARKS 

The Office Action of June 4, 2004 and the Advisory Action of August 26, 2004 have 
been carefully reviewed and these remarks arc responsive thereto. By the present amendment, 
Applicant cancels claims 1-3, 7, 12-22, 26. 31-39, 46, 47, 50, 51, 55, 56 and 58-60, amends 
claims 4-6, 8-11, 23. 25. 27-30. 40-45, 48, 49. 52-54, 57 and 61. and adds new claims 62-65. 
Claims 4-6, 8-11, 23-25, 27-30, 40-45,48, 49, 52-54, 57 and 61-65 remain pending upon entry of 
the present amendment. No new matter has been added. Reconsideration and allowance of the 
instant application are respectfully requested. 

Claim Amendments 

Claims 48 (method). 52 (content server). 53 (content server) and 57 (mobile unit) stand 
allowed, and have been amended to be in independent form. Applicant has added new 
independent claim 62 and dependent claims 63-65. directed to a computer readable medium, and 
similar in scope to the aforementioned allowed claims and their respective dependent claims. 

Claims 4-6, 8-1 1, and 49 have been amended to depend from allowed independent claim 
48 and to provide correct antecedent basis from claim 48. 

Claims 23-25, 27-30, and 54 have been amended to depend from allowed independent 
claim 52 and to provide correct antecedent basis from claim 52. 

Claims 40-45 and 61 have been amended to depend from allowed independent claim 57 
and to provide correct antecedent basis from claim 57. 

CONCLUSION
